H ow Boos G a th e r H oney. 
Bees gather honey by the aid of their 
“ tran k ." “ lower lip " or "tongue," 
which is used as an instrum ent for ex­ 
tracting the nectar from flowers. 
The 
"tongue" of a bee is not, as was once 
thought to be the case, a tube through 
which the juice is sucked, but is built 
more after tile fashion of a fine broom. 
W ith this broom the bee brushes or laps 
the honey or honey m aterial from the 
flowers, leaves, etc., and passes it down 
a groove in the upper surface of the 
tongue to the mouth proper. From that 
point the juice is conveyed through a 
minute orifice into the "first stom ach," 
vulgarly called the "honey bag. 
The 
"honey hag" is a real chemical labora­ 
tory, where, by some mysterious process 
which has not yet been explained by 
eolanoe, the juices are converted into 
pure boney. When the chemical process 
of transforming their nectar into viscid 
honey has been completed, the bee dis 
gorges it into one of the oella made for 
the purpose of a receptacle. 
For years the miorosoopista and the 
entomologists have been studying the 
bee’s laboratory, but its workings are 
at present among the unexplained mys­ 
teries. —S t Louis R epublic
